Francisco, went on the rocks north of the Point Reyes station late 
this morning in the thickest weather that has been encountered 
by mariners this winter. 


BOAT QUICKLY LAUNCHED. 


Shrieks of the Samoa's whistle apprised the station of the 


vessel's danger. Though there was little wind, a heavy swell was, 
beating against the .rocky shore and It was impracticable either 
to lower the ship's own l)dats or to reach her with lifeboats. • 


The Samoa's position could only be ascertained through occa- 


sional blasts of the whistle, and it was some time before the 
plucky life-saving crew reached the wrecked ship. The Samoa. 
was in command of Captain Olsen and carried 20'men. 


The Samoa is owned by the Caspar Lumber Company and was 


bound with 250,000 feet of lumber from Caspar, Mendocino 
county, to San Francisco, Latest reports were that she -was 
pounding badly and likely to prove a total loss.

ALBAKT, 1ST. T., Jan. 28.—The Senate 


resolution 
providing 
a 
constitutional 


amendment for the enfranchisement of 
women, was adopted by 'the Assembly 
last night - If it passes tho Legislature 
of 1915 the question will be submitted to 
the voters of the State for approval at

Emerson schools, 


"I expect the same old protest over 


this," declared ths superintendent. "If 
a thing is right. It is right, and I am 
looking at it In that manner. I am con- 
sidering the good of the. school sys- 
tem, 
and not tho desires of different 


localities or Improvement clubs, and I 
giva notice now that next week I will 
recommend this In writing. I know what 
I am doing1. These are tho logical places 
for the schools from the standpoint of 
efficiency." 


The two new hlsh school classes will 


be established next term. Last year, 
when the first was Installed, there was 
considerable protest from clubs, many 
objecting: to the system, and many ob- 
jecting to having the classes placed In 
schools In their districts. A repetition of 
these protests Is expected by the super- 
intendent. 


SHED IS PUZZLE. 


The Boaid of education is facing a 


dilemma in the matter of the new ma- 
chine shea at the Manual Training High 
School, which, it ha*; been found, Is six 
inches on tho adjoining lot 
Tha owner 


of this lot has requested that tbe shed 
be_ moved. 


'"There Is heavy machjnpry In the 


shed," said City Architect J. J. Donovan. 
"We are going to move it in a month or 
so anyhow. Let us ask the owner of the 
property to allow It there for that length 
of time."

United States Constitution, and the Bible, 
School Director Harry Boyle insisted that 
the achools should be given over, when- 
ever desired, to any political body seek- 
ing their use, and had several spirited 
verbal duels with Miss Annie Florence 
Brown. The matter -was finally referred 
to the committee of the whole, whence 
it was taken because of a delegation 
present, \vhlch Insisted on discussing the 
side of the "Women's Socialist Union in 
the matter. 
The use of the Garfleld School was de- 


nied this organization on. the. ground that 
it uas a political organization. Later the 
women applied again, and this time the 
board stated that a set of rules was be- 
ing: formed to govern such cases 
Last 


night the women appeared in a body, and 
demanded the use of the school or an 
explanation 
Last week the men's So- 
cialist organization of the same district 
also applied, and it Is probable that a 
delegation from this organization will be 
present next week. 


"Woodrow "Wilson, our President," de- 


clared Boyle, "says that politics should 
be discussed in the school. The constU 
tut'.on gives men the right of free speech, 
and even the Bible upholds education. I 
say that politics is education, and de- 
mand that these women be allowed the 
use of the school rooms." 


OBJECTS TO PLAN. 


"The 
question seems to be-, are we go- 


Ins to allow the schools to be used by 
any political oiganizatlon or not," said 
Miss Brown. 


W. B. Dunn acted as spokesman for 


the women, declaring that they were 
not a. political body, but placed the name 
Socialist in their designation because 
that party would allow members to join 
no other organization of this nature un- 
less the name Socialist were included 


•Well." declared Dr. A. S. Kelly,' "1 


object to being tied down. If the So- 
cialists tie you down, and we let you 
use the school, they will be tying us 
down 
Drop the name Socialist, and then 


we can talk business. It sounds like a 
political party, anyhow!" 


Mrs.

Perry also spoke, all denying thai the 
club did any more than study the prob- 
lems of socialism. Tha matter was finally 
referred to the committee. 


Miss Brown then introduced, at the 


request of a Mothers' Club delegation, a 
request that a rule b9 made granting the 
Mothers' Clubs tho use,of schools for 
benefit affairs at which admission may 
be charged, tha proceeds to be for tha 
benefit of the school. 
Heretofore this 


has not b?en allowed. 


BOYLE PROTESTS, 


Boyle protested. "Look here," he said 


"We ara framing a rule for renting build- 
ings. If we go ahead and pass this we 
will be all mixed up. I want this thing 
done right. I havo no objection to tho 
women using tha schools, or anyone in the 
whole country for that matter, but lets 
frdme a rule while we'ie framing." 


Over Ills protest the request was grant- 


ed, the Mothers' Clubs to use schools for 
benefit affairs, the money to be spent 
under the direction of the school board. 


Florence Krause, a teacher, was grant- 


ed a leave of absence of GO days. Similar 
leave was granted R. P. Yorke, secretary 
of the board, who has been ill for tho 
past two weeks. 


Additional plumbing for the Fremont 


High School was ordered. Cooking uten- 
sils and apparatus for the new Manual 
Training1 High School is ill not bo In- 
stalled yet, as there is not sufficient 
money in the treasury at ths present 
time.

A wire received by Manager Fred Bow- 


man of the American Motors Company of 
California, this morning from the 
head 


offices at Indianapolis advises that D. S. 
Menasco, vice-president of the company, 
was the first to file a foimal entry blank 
for the proposed tour. 


Two "American Undersluns" cars have 


been entered and bear the much coveted 
"number one." 


It will ba recalled that Menasco was 


chairman of the 1312 Four States' tour 
and contributed largely to the success of 
that undertaking. He was In a position

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Collisions on the Bay Rare. 


Collisions between vessels navigating the bay are of rare occur- 


rence. What few have taken place between ferryboats have not 
been accompanied with any serious results, except in the case of 
the illfated ferry steamer San Rafael which was sunk in mid- 
channel off Akatraz island by the Sausalito—her sister boat in 
the Sausalito ferry service. Not a trace ,oi' the San Rafael was 
ever discovered after she foundered, although a diligent search 
was made of the bay bottom from the point where she went 
down to the Golden Gate in a vain effort to locate the wreck. The 
final resting place of the San Rafael is as much a mystery as that 
of the Rio Janiero, which foundered in the Golden Gate after 
striking Mile rock while entering port in a dense fog. 


All collisions that have occurred on the bay have been due to 


fog obscuring the vision of lookouts at the bow and the officer 
in charge of the pilot house and deceiving their hearing in the 
effort to locate the position of the signals of the sirens. 


The bay is visited by two kinds of fog, one blowing in from the 


ocean through the Golden Gate and over the Mission hills and 
Mount Tamalpais; the other drifting down from San Pablo bay 
from the tule lands of the Sacramento river and the San Joaquin 
river delta. It is the latter land fog which is the real dread of 
the bay mariner, for it settles so thickly on the surface of the 
water that it is impossible to detect any object more than twenty 
feet ahead of the ship's bow. Besides the difficulties of locating 
the siren signals in a land fog are greatly increased by the greater 
confusion it causes in the transmission of sound through the air. 
A sea fog rarely bothers the pilots of ferryboats, as it lifts above 
the water, leaving an open space several hundred feet ahead 
whereby- approaching danger can be detected in ample time to 
assure safety. 


Fortunately fogs that interfere with navigation are not fre- 


quent in San Francisco bay. The record for years shows that 
the annual average of foggy weather does not exceed twenty-five 
days and it is then, as a rule, of short duration. 


One collision on the bay between the old-time ferryboats Ala- 


meda and El Capitan, which occurred near the San Franciscc 
ferry slips about twenty-five years ago, proved a veritable bless- 
ing in disguise. The El Capitan was cut down below the water 
line and her hold quickly filled. But the crippled craft kept 
afloat and on an even keel, being sustained by the upper deck 
which acted as an unsinkable raft. All the passengers and crew 
took refuge on the main and .hurricane decks and were all taken 
off in safety. Indeed it developed that they were not at any time 
in any real danger. The experience revealed to the managers- 
of the ferries that the upper decks of their boats had a life-saving 
value which they had never before been suspected of possessing 
and to increase its usef ulness the overhang of the main decks 
of all of the ferryboats was materially lengthened. 


The law committing chronic inebriates to the state hospitals for

manner in which its philanthropic purposes are being adminis- 
tered. Scores have been committed to the asylums by the courts 
since the statute~went into effect, but these institutions have be- 
come so congested with this class of patients that the authori- 
ties are accused of discharging chronics as cured before the treat- 
ment'has had a chance to prove its efficacy, as a means of reduc- 
ing the congestion and relieving-themselves of the increased re- 
sponsibilities. As a result, the common drunks (which the law 
presumes to be insane on the subject of over-indulgence in intox- 
icating liquor) are coming back in hordes to their old haunts and 
renewing their old habits. If the law is to be made effective it 
is evidently necessary that the commitment of those pronounced 
insane from chronic over-indulgence of intoxicants shall be made 
to some institution provided by the state for their special treat- 
ment. The state hospitals have broken down under the strain 
imposed upon them.

An Example of Sweafbox Confessions. 


How little dependence is to be placed in confessions obtained 


by intimidation (and the gentle persuasion of the "third degree" 
is illustrated by a recent case in Louisiana. Last October a 
logging contractor named Nelson McManus mysteriously disap- 
peared and his family and the local officers jumped to the con- 
clusion that he had been murdered. A somewhat dissolute fellow 
named Leland Walker, who had been working for McManus, -was 
around drinking and spending money rather freely about the 
time-the logging contractor disappeared, and-suspicion naturally 
fell on him. 


The sheriff arrested Walker (without a warrant of course) 


and "sweated" him, which is another name for the third degr«, 
with such 'success that the trembling, drink-shaken wretch con- 
fessed that he had murdered and robbed his employer. He told 
how-he had killed McManus with an ax, and how a boon .com- 
panion named Marty had helped dispose of the body by sinking 
it in a lagoon. 


By a curious coincidence the "confession" verified to the 


letter the theory the sheriff had formed. The sheriff was con- 
vinced from the start that Marty was an accomplice and that 
the body had been sunk in a lagoon. The only weak point in the 
confession was the failure of Walker to identify the spot where 
the body of McManus had been sunk. 


. Now for the sequel: On the 12th of January McManus turned 
up safe and sound. He had not been the victim of foul play, but 
had become so depressed over a tangle in his business affairs 
that he dropped out of sight in the hope of ridding himself of 
his troubles. After being away for a time he decided that his 
affairs were not in as bad a shape as he thought they were and 
returned to face the music and his creditors. He was astounded 
to learn that Walker had confessed to killing him. 


The incident is instructive. Its significance lies in the fact 


th»t Walker, told a story that was suggested by the officers who 
sweated him, and implicated another man whom the sheriff sus- 
pected of aiding in the supposed murder. No crime had been 
committed and the story of the confessed rrwrdTT y.'a<3 a pure 
fabrication% put in his mouth by officers who suggested that his 
only hope of escaping the gallows was to make a clean breast of it. 


Our judicial history is full of such incidents. During the 


witchcraft craze in New England several persons confessed to 
trafficking with thfe Evil One, and implicated others in the diaboli- 
cal commerce they were engaged in. Terror prompted those con- 
fessions, but it is horrible to recall that_ they brought innocent 
people to an ignominious death. 


A Matter *f Misquotation. 


The Stockton Record has an incurable habit of trying to make 


a point by misquoting the utterances or misstating the opinions 


others. For example, it saya: 
"THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE quotes approvingly the words of 


Rev. Father Vaughn, a casual visitor from England, to the ef- 
fect that California is a 'muddlesome, meddlesome officialdom.' 
When Rev. Dr. Aked, pastor of a large church in San Francisco, 
spoke in behalf of equal suffrage, THE TRIBUNE attacked his 
presumption in assuming to discuss a public question, as he had 
not completed his citizenship. The bloody Britisher is quite tol- 
erable if he is on the right side, and just as intolerable if he is 
not." 


By changing the, word "government" into the word "Califor- 


nia" the Record provides a pretext for a criticism which is lack- 
ing in point because it is predicated upon an untruth. Father 
Vaughn was speaking of government in general, not merely gov- 
ernment in California, .and he refrained entirely, and very-prop- 
erly, from discussing the political concerns of either the United 
States or this state. THE TRIBUNE applied his remarks to the 
politics of California. 


We criticized Dr. Aked because he took the platform during a 


political campaign to advocate a change in our organic laws when 
he was not even a citizen of the United States. He came here 
as a foreigner and presumed to instruct American citizens as to 
their political duty. Father Vaughn has done nothing of the 
kind, hence there is no parallel between him and Dr. Aked. 


Our Stockton contemporary should not issue counterfeit cur- 


rency and then accuse THE TRIBUNE of putting it in circula- 
tion. The Record is at'liberty to quarrel with anything we say, 
but it is not at liberty to commit malpractice on THE TRIB- 
UNE'S utterances. 


As introduced, the revenue reform bill included banks in the 


corporations whose taxes were to be raised, but after the bill had 
undergone the polishing process the banks were not required to 
meet the" raise. It is said that the banks of Los Angeles man- 
aged to interest Meyer Lissner, the Protector of the Poor, in 
their behalf.

The Problem of the Philippines. 


While a committee of Filipinos was pleading for independence 


at Washington, and telling Congress they were peaceable and 
friendly to the United States, a band of Moros ambuscaded a de- 
tachment of constabulary under command of Captain McNally, 
killing the commander and six of his men and wounding a num- 
ber. There is a racial hostility between the Tagalos and the 
Moros, which constantly develops. There is no spirit of unity in 
the islands and all the triuee ^lierieh a laLent hostility to all ex- 
ternal authority. Our government should never have taken over 
the Philippine archipelago, but having once acquired the islands, 
we have assumed obligations which cannot be ignored or casi, off. 
We cannot permit- the islands to become the prey of some other 
power or to relapse into a state of barbarism. 


The problem is to adjust affairs in the Philippines in such a 


way that the inhabitants can be safely left to their own devices. 
The tribal divisions existing among the islanders fire a great 
obstacle to self-government. The Tagalos are the most numer- 
ous and most civilized of the diverse elements of population, and 
they assume that it is their rignt to control in case independence 
should be granted. But the Moros and other semi-civilized tribes 
would resent the authority of the Tagalos, and internecine war 
would result from giving the Filipinos independence. Tribes that 
submissively accept the authority of the United States would 
rebel against the rule of the Tagalos. The head hunters of the 
southern islands are hereditary enemies of the Tagalos, and it 
is a perplexing problem how to adjust the racial and tribal dif' 
Terences so that orderly and progressive government may obtain

These characters turn to account re- 
tort and repartee, plays upon words and 
twisted meanings. It Is Cohan's ability to 
squeeze a laujrh from an every-day ex- 
pression that has. made him popular. He 
is understood In a flash, and beloved Is 
the author who doesn't demand continual 
mental scrutinizing. 
There's a sharp outline that keeps the 
play's people within themselves; they are 
710 longer the blurred beings of musical 
comedy. In fact, this is mighty fair stuff 
the New Yorker has tapped oft on his 
typewriter. 


SPENDS MUCH MONEY. 


"Broadway Jones" is a youngster, with 
the great American penchant well develop- 
ed — he spends money and not thoughts 
After disposing- of a quarter million on 
Broadway, he turns to account his credit 
Knrl succeeds In getting $30,000 worth of 
stolen fun. Then, desperate, he plies Mm- 
.=eir with champagne— once more — and En- 
sages himself to Mrs. Gerard, a woman 
of. years, wrinkles and money. 
Ho awakens the next morning to dis- 
cover the engagement in the newspapers 
and harsh, words falling- on him from the 
lips of his best friend. This .latter, one

THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING DISTINCT

>NE of. the most important charms in a woman's 


category of graces to which cultivation should be 
applied to an unlimited extent with a rich harvest 
as a reward is a well-modulated speaking voice. 
Clear and mellow, melodious in inflection, accurate 
in enunciation and delicate in accentuation. Such 


a voice can only be acquired by taste, effort arid time. Listen- 
ing to some voices that pleases one helps in the cultivation, 
but imitating that pleasing voice brings ultimate results. 
Many girls who have high-pitched, shrill voices which hurt a 
sensitive ear drum should take vocal instructions. Not par- 
ticularly for singing, but for the modulation of speaking, tones. 


A beautiful creature with a face and form like Venus can 


disgust a refined person beyond control by speaking in a nasal, 
high-pitched tone of voice. Like all other departments in the 
business of acquiring personal beauty, the completion of the 
work and the relative stages of perfection to which it is 
brought rest solely with the woman herself, her natural en- 
dowments and her ability to take pains and persevere. When 
I speak of delicacy of accentuation I do not advise the objec- 
tionable infantile lisp or the halting whine as of an invalid 
woman. I.mean accuracy of enunciation, which is acquired 
by a careful study of your dictionary, understanding the 
meaning of each word and how it is correctly pronounced. 


Precision of emphasis is produced by an energetic move- 


ment of lips, tongue and teeth, and a valuation of all the con- 
sonants, which makes a most pleasant impression upon listen- 
ers, by bestowing upon each word its full majestic value and 
urging language to roll rather than allowing it to YimQ. off of 
the tongue. Nothing so destroys the grace of; speech as lazi- 
"ness of articulation. Slouching or sluggish utterance indicates 
the slouching or sluggish mind. Much of the beauty of speech 
rests upon the correctness of the organs of respiration and the 
flexibility of the muscles of the lips and throat. 


Here again we need health. The best practical exercise is 


the breathing process of gentle and deep inhalations, inspir- 
ing and effusing, absorbing and expelling pure air shortly after 
arising in the morning. This establishes correct respiration 
and salutary action of "the blood. Its benefits are three fold. 
It improves the complexion, develops the throat and renders 
the voice—which is nothing but vocal breath—deep, soft, pure 
and susceptible to will. The action of drugs upon the delicate 
membranes of the throat and mouth, is, to exhaust the mois- 
ture and leave the muscles stiff, hard and insensible to the 
mind impulses. Remember, those who seek to cultivate a pleas- 
ing speaking voice must keep hold the emotions, think exalted- 
ly, feel deeply and live contently.

Supervisor Koshland. in opposing the 
$37,000,000 offer, said that the city was 
being asked to pay for a system already 
unable to supply the city with water. 
City Engineer O'Shaughnessy declared 
that Koshland was "making positive as- 
sertions on a subject he knew nothing 
about." 


BRANDED IT CALAMITY. 


"When the city refused to pay $35,000,- 


000 for the properties three years ago," 
said O'Shaughnessy just prior 
to 
th» 
vote, "I wrote letters to several organi- 
zations of this city, stating that it was 
almost as great calamity as the earth- 
auake. 
Since then the 
company 
has 
spent in Improving its properties about 
?2,300,000, which makes $37,300,000. While 
we are allowing the company to keep 
some of its land for real estate purposes, 
we hav« allowed the company nothing for 
tho enhancement of its properties during 
the Jaat three years. I consider this offer 
a. fair and reasona&lo one." 
O'Shaughnessy pointed out that by 
building the Calaveras dam the Alameda 
properties could readily develop 30,000,000 
gallons a day in addition to their present 
supply. Instead of 9,000,000 gallons, as 
alleged by Koshland, tho Spring Valley 
company was getting 19,000,000 gallons a 
day from its Alameda sources, he said. 


PROPERTY PURCHASED.. • 


Supervisor Bancroft, who also opposed 
the offer, said his committee had pur- 
chased $3,000,000 worth of property for 
the civic center during the last year, 
much of it through condemnation pro- 
ceedings, and he thought the city oug'it 
to get all of the Spring Valley system 
that it needed for about $25,000,000. 
Andrew Gallagher said that he 
was 
positive that the city was paying at 
least $7,000,0000 too much. 
Supervisor Caglierl said that none of

He said he believed 
that the board ought to get the lowest 
possible price from the water company, 
and submit it to a vote of the people.
